Established November 13,1763; 21 Years 
After M uhlenberg Came From Germany

Monocacv, and Fred­ 
erick Seeing the great work to be 
accomplished and feeling unable to 
do justice to Lutheranism and Its 
advancements In the United States.

St. John's church, which 
was 
named the High Oerman Lutheran 
church in 1763. as one of a circuit 
was served in her early day* by the 
sam# pastors as were St. Michael’s 
(now St. Matthew'*), Hanover and 
St. Mary's, Silver Run. St. John's 
Lutheran congregation is the moth­ 
er of Lutheranism in the lower end 
of Adams county; the daughter of 
St. Michael’s; a sister of St Mary’s; 
the mother of St. Luke’s. Red Land; 
St. Paul's, Littlestown, and Grace, 
Two Taverns. 
Beginning of Lutheranism 
St. John’*, therefore, is the be­ 
ginning of the history of Lutheran­ 
ism In this locality, but the history 
that we give is taken from incom­ 
plete records and from the tradi­ 
tions handed down from generation 
to generation. Much of the material 
was recorded in a booklet published 
in 1913 when St. John’s celebrated 
its sesquicentennial during the pas- j 
t orate of Rev. L M . Lau.

Synopsis Of Charter 
The charter was granted Decem­ 
ber 8, 1835, signed by James Todd.

"The 
Charter of incorporation of the Ev­ 
angelical Lutheran church of St. j 
John’s, near Littlestown, Adams Co.. 
Pa,; Whereas the following named 
persons, citizens of the Common- j 
wealth of Pennsylvania, and mem- 
hers of the Evangelical Lutheran 
church,

“We therefore declare the fol­ 
lowing to be the objects, acts and 
conditions of their said Association 
agreeably to which they desire to 
be incorporated;”
